ANIMALS TRAINED TO RUN DOWN 
AND "ARREST" CRIMINALS. 



An Innovation to Be Tried In th« 
Suburbs of the Great French Cap 
Ital — Is Patterned After Dog 
Police of Ghent. 

ParlB police are kri'n, alert and en- 
ergetic, but thoy have fmind them- 
selves unequal to the task of round- 
ing up the thieves and assassins 
which thrive, seemingly, as never be- 
fore In her streets and the outlying 
districts. Conscious of the fact that 
they bad reached the limit of effi- 
ciency on the part of the policeman 
of the genua homo, the progressive 
and resourceful prefect of police. M. 
Leplne, has turned hopefully towarda 
the police of the genus canine. Doga. 
specially trained to the work, are to 
be enlisted on the force, and when 
they are fully trained and set to work 
It It expected they will soon have 
every venturesome thief and law- 
breaker literally on the run, with 
every certainty of capture.

Now, 
says Burgomaster van Wesemael, 
that city, It Is perfectly safe 
tranquil. He declares: 

"The police system of Ghent Is first 
class because it Is logical. It Is 
not Insufficient personnel, but Insuf- 
ficient method which Is responsible 
for the anarchy In many cities. 

The dogs of Ghent's police force are 
born and reared to the profession. Aft- 
er the age of three months they are 
as carefully nurtured, fed and trained 
as a young race horse. They are 
taught to know nobody as acquaint 
ance or friend except the human mem 
bers of the police force. 

The result Is that they finally be- 
come automatons in the hands of their 
masters and totally indifferent to in- 
fluences outside of their regular 

The dog force in Ghent now num- 
bers 30. When on duty at night the 
police dog walks ten paces ahead of 
the policeman. While the latter ex- 
amines doors and shutters the dog 
carefully pokes his nose Into all the 
nooks and corners. 

These dogs are not of any fancy- 
toy breed by any means, but belong 
to that hardy race known In Eu 
rope to the custom house frontier 
service and closely allied to the sheep 
dog breed. The dog force of Ghent 
Is to be increased to 50 soon. 

Similarly at Paris It Is expected 
that dogs will prove valuable. 

Three animals have been purchased 
and are all under a year old, bright, 
keen and Intelligent. Their training 
has been most careful, for It will be 
highly necessary for the dogs to leave 
the honest citizen alone while har- 
rying the thief. Their lessons are 
given every day at Neullly, and are 
most Interesting. 

The dogs are first taught to re- 
spond always to the cry of "Help!" 
"Police!" "Robbers!" and "Murder!" 
As they fly to rescne they remain si- 
lent, hut once In sight of their quarry 
they bark loudly and continuously to 
guide the police to them. Once they 
have picked out the malefactor they 
are to stick to him. no matter what 
he does, and to pull him down if pos 
slble. 

Duke, one of the dogs, during his 
training has gained the name of the 
"climber." because during the tests 
he has learned to leap up the side of 
a pole or tree to catch the fugitive by 
the foot, to which the dog hangs 
despite all efforts to shake him off. 

The others will leap over walls, 
fences or anything else. They are 
stout hearted dogs, and part of their 
training Is to learn to disregard club- 
bings, kicks and blows. They speed- 
ily become skillful at this, just as bear 
dogs learn to evade the sweeping 
blows of bruin's pawa. 

Everything has been arranged In 
the training yard as It Is in the forest 
or along deserted streets with walls, 
sudden twists and turns. It Is thought 
the three dogs. Duke, Rlack and Bob, 
will bo detailed to active work within 

month. 

Paris authorities are very reticent 
concerning the doga. M. 8!mard will 
not allow any persons to witness the 
training, nor will he discuss the plan 
He refuses to tell the breed of bis 
dogs.

Yellowstone Park. 

The Yellow stone Park is situated 
in the northwestern corner of the 
state of Wyoming. 

The Park is 92 miles in lengih 
and 51 miles in breadth. It contains 
3,412 square miles. 

There are the Shoshone, Yellow 
stone and Heart Lakes. 

The Yellowstone Lake is the larg- 
est one in the Park. 
The Park was founded in 1872. 
There is one keeper and nine 
assistant keepers. 

From the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, a little branch has been built 
which is about 41 miles long. It 
was built to accommodate the 
thousards of visitors who go to s< 
the beautiful scenery of the Park. 

ie rivers are Yellow Stone, 
Madison. Snake and Lamar. There 
550 geysers in the Park. The 
Gallatin river comes in the western 
part of the Park and extends 
miles southward, then stops when it 
reaches the Electric Peak, which 
11,050 feet high. 

The Washburn Mountains which 
are in the middle of the Park, are in 
the shape of a horseshoe. 

Absaroka Mountains separate 
Yellowstone River from the Big 
Horn River. 

Yellowstone Lake contains 150 
square miles. 

Frost falls in summer and snow 
falls in September in this region. 

There are lots of small fauna and 
the flora is abundant in the Park. 

Silica makes hard white rock floors 
and when the minerals, such as sul- 
phur, alum and iron fall on it, it 
makes the silica in different colors. 

Great Geyser spouts once a day, 
and sends the water 190 feet in the 

Splendid sends boiling water 210 
feet in the air. 

Beehive spouts water 250 feet 
high, and the water never reaches 
the basin, because it evaporates. 

The Government set this wonder- 
ful place apart so that nobody could 
settle in it and so that the fauna 
could be protected from the hun- 
ters. You can catch a fish in the 
Yellowstone Lake, and standing in 
the same position give the line a 
twist and throw the fish into a hot 
spring, just behind you, and cook it.

WARRANT OF SAILING CRAFT. 



Rapid Decline Already Noted In th« 
Conatructlon of the Wind-Pro- 
pelled Vessels — Some Big 
Boats Still Used. 

Thr handwriting Is on the wall and 
the daya of the American sallliiK ship 
are numbered. Every Bhovelful of dirt 
which is thrown out at Panama in con- 
structing Ihe canal is a warning note 
of the Inevitable, for as the cutting 
of the Suez canal destroyed the In- 
dlanmon and the fast freighter of far 
Eastern ports, the great tea fleets and 
the Australian fliers, so will the open- 
ing of th6 Panama trench deal a fatal 
blow at the last remnunts of the sail- 
ing trade of America, epitomised in 
this Instance by the great fleet of 
"wind jammers" that yearly rounds 
Cape Horn. 

Statistics show that unless marine 
architects grapple promptly with the

fisheries and coastwise trades. 

This rapid decline in the construc- 
tion of sailing ships and the apparent- 
ly Inevitable effacement of them even- 
tually is looked upon as one of the 
most striking features of marine arch- 
itecture In the twentieth century. 

While this applies to the shipping 
of the world at large, it Is especially 
true of the merchant marine of the 
United States. 

Despite the decline shown by statis- 
tics, some authorities still nurture the 
notion that the sailer's day is not at 
its eventide, but that there Is and 
will be a glteat sphere of usefulness 
for her. They admit that as an in- 
vestment her value has been greatly 
undermined, but they contend that 
it would only requ're more effective

fact that marine architects, encour- 
aged bv capitalists, have been devot 
ing their entire attention of late years 
to the Improvement of the steamship 
to the neglect of the sail craft.. They 
point out that, excepting a few levia- 
than sailers built in America, und Ger- 
many within a decade, the general 
type of sallship to-day 1b identical 
with that of a generation ago. 

There are arguments In favor of 
this view. It Is an established fact 
that a steamship to-day which Is 30 
years old Is Inefficient and out of date 
and a poor Investment. And yet the 
majority of the sailers In use to-day 
are of that age or older, and are still 
expected to prove aB satisfactory as 
they ever were. That the ingenuity 
of naval architects could do much for 
the merchant sail craft Is undoubted 
and Is plainly obvious from the meta- 
morphosis wrought by them In the 
racing type of yacht. 

In ballast and stiffening the sailer 
is as far behind the times as the old 
"high-wheeled" bicycle. Water bal- 
last has not yet been successfully ap- 
plied to her, and yet there seems to 
be no reason why some simple con- 
trivance cannot be devised which 
would admit of her using it. As a 
rule the sailers of to-day have to use 
sand or clay for ballast, as they did 
years ago, and the cost of time in 
stowing and discharging these mate 
rials Is almoBt fatal. It is this that 
gives rise to the epigrammatic salt- 
ism: "A sailer earns freight only at 
sea." but the wind as a motive pow 
er is more reliable than Ib commonly 
supposed, and, aB is generally known, 
there are the trade winds always tn 
be depended upon. 

Economy In operation, vast, carry 
ing capacity and the possibility of 
neat profits on Imperishable 
such as grain, should weigh 
heavily in favor of the old "wind-jam- 
mer" and Incite the architect to per- 
fect models for her that will give her 
her share of modern improvement.
